EMPEROR COMMANDED THE TROOPS

First Time He Has Done so Since the
Caar's Visit In I87H,
LONDON, April 16,~The Vienna corre-
spondent of the Timen, In a description of
the reremonies connected with Emperor Wil
Nam's visit, says: Today's parade goes a deal
furthef than all the comment of the Ao
trian and Qerman press toward manifesting
the Intimacy of the two monarchs, It wam
the firet time that Emperor Francis Joseph
ham assumed supreme command of a mill-
tary parnde gince 1573, during the visit of

the caar.

The different natlonalltles of the monarchy
were duly represented in the field today and
the pleture was enhanced by a sprig of
green fir, which every officer and man wore
in his shako or helmet, aa a token of the
day being n festival. Thero were altogether
forty-one battalions of infantry, or over 20,-
000 men,

The frst section was led by the Archduke
Bugene, brother of the queen regent of
Spain.  The two monarche were escorted by
a brilllant suite, in which wete 1,000 Aus-
trinn, German and otheér ofMcers and military
attaches,

In the opinion of the military, It wan
the finest review ever witneseed here, hoth
in point of numbers and efficlency. The
spectntors Ineluded four of the archidukes
and the Archduchess Maria Jokepha, Over
2,000 equipages containeld the aristocracy,

In the afterncon Emperor Frantes Joseph
deposited a wreath upon the coffin of Arch-
duke Rudelph, the prince Imperial.

At the lunch at Josefstadt barracks, Em-
peror William gave the following toast: *1
remaln  falthful to the traditions of my
augusy grandfather. A€ he loved the braye
Austrian army, so am I devoted to the gal-
lant troope of my illustrious ally. 1 have
Lighly appreclated the opportunity offered
me today of leading my own regiment past
the Emperor Joeeph. [ feel that 1 inter-
pret the feeling of all present at this table
when with all my heart, 1 cry: ‘Hurral for
the emperor and his army.' "

Emperor Willlam ralged his volee, crying:
“Hurral’ thrice, both In the Hongarian and
German  Inngungos.

Al 5 o'clock, Emperor Francis Jogeph gave
a grand military banguet of 188 covers at
the palace In honor of Empetor Willlam, the
only nonmilitary guésts belng Count Golu-
chowseki, the Imperial Austrian minister of
forelgn affairs; Prince Hohenlohe, the Ger-
man chancellor, and the Austrian and Gor-
man diplomats, Among the guests were all
the archdukes who took part in the parade,

Emperor William statted for Carlsrubie In
the evening.
PRRIZES FOR AMERICAN VICTORS.
Britliant Ceremony Closing the Con-

tents ot the Olymplan Gnmes.

ATHENS, April 15.—Brilliant weather pre-
vailed here today and the stadlum was packed
with people desirous of eeeng the prizes
awarded. Upon the arrival of the royal
party Mr. Robert dellvered a Pindarie ode
the games, uaing the modern pronuncistion.

Bach of the winners of the Arst prize re-
celved from the hands of the king a wreath
of wild ollve from the olive treez at Olympia,
according to the anclent custom, the proposi-
tion to bestaw sllver wreaths having been
abandoned. The wivnera of second prizes re-
ceived laurel wreaths and all the winners re-
celved diplomas and medals,

The prize winners then paraded, the stadivm
band playing the national air of each nation.
Afterward the king proclaimed the close of
the games, The greoatest enthuslasm was
manifested throughout the ceremouny,

The bill for the
Nashville centennial exposition, carrying an
immedinte appropriation, hes been (ntroduced
in the oouse, and this, It 18’ thought, will
give an additional string for the Trans-
misgissippl people to pull. Nashvllle intend2
holdug the exposition next year and needs
the money at once. When the ways and
meane committees adjourned today it was to
the next rogular meeting next week. There
iy nothing, however, in the way of calling a
saeclal moeting to consider the Omahn ex-
pos'tion bill, which will be gdone whenever
a coteerted plan of action Is agreed upin,

Mepare, Wattles and Wyman. had a talk
with Comptroller Eckele today relative to
liquidating the debts of the Amerlcan Na-
tionnl bank. A plan was agreed upen and
Mr. Wyman left for home tonight. Mr. Wat-
tleg will remain untll something definite ag
to the exposition bill Is decided upin,

Percy Lamorcux, speclal examiner of the
general 1ev:d office, who wae sent to Wyoming
to examine certain landa (n which the Glotie
Canal company of Omaha I» interested, hns
returned to Washington, While his report
has not been made publle, enough has been
learned by the members of congress inter-
ppted In securing these lands for the com-
peiy, that the report, now. before the secre-

BRADLEY MEN IN CONTROL

McKinley Supportara Make a Determined
Fight in Kentuoky,

NOT INCLINED TO GIVE UP THE CONTEST

Governor's Forees Secare (he Tem-
poranry and Permanent Orgnns-
lsntion and Committee on
Nesolntions.

LOUVISVILLE, Ky., Aptil 16.—=The repub-
Hean state convention, alter two long 4nd
woenry sessions, adjourned shortly after mid-
night until % o'clock. While nothing more
than organieation and a  few nominating
specches was accomplished, the result of the
day's proceedings served to make certaln the
potitrol of Bradley men over the convention,
securing Lo the governor the endorsement of
hls etate as a presidential  ecandidate, the
adoption of a platform to his liking, contain-
ing a flal declaration for the gold standard,
and the eelection of delegates-at-large from
this state favorable to him. There was a
strong MeKinley sentiment In the convention
and the friends of the Ohloan were defeated
by a narrow margin on the vote for tem-

porary organization.  After that the Brad-
ley men had things their own way.

The convention was ealled to order at
2:26 p. m,, by Hon. John W, Yeorkes, chair-
man of the state central committes, who
made a brief speech congratulating the Keon-
tucky republicans upon the recent victories,
puying an eloguent tribute to  Governor
Bradley, Major MeKinley and other leaders,
and in conclusion placing in nomination as
the cholée of the contral committee for
temporary chalrman, Judge Thomas Z. Mor-
row of Pulaski county,

The anti-Bradley men placed In nomina-
tion QGeorge Denny, jr., of Lexington, and
n call of the roll by counties was ordered.
The call ocoupled over two hours and a
half, during which time the hall was a
soone of great confusion,

The vote resulted:
Denny, 742 1-6.

Delegates aggregating 123
passed becauss of contests,

Judge Morrow, who I8 styled the “Pather
of republicanism in Kentucky,” in a short
sppoeh on tuking the chal®, congratulated
the republicans of Kentucky on the progress
they had made in the post thirty years.
He recalled the early days when, he sald, he
had to get out a search warrant to find hig
politieal assoclates in thig state; the hard-
ships ¢ndured by those pioneers of repub-
lleanism, thelr struggle against almost com-
plete commercial and soclal ostraclem, the
gradunl development of the parly organiza-
tion in thig state until now the republicans
politically own the state. (Cheers)) The
24,000 votes cast for Abraham Lincoln had
grown to 173,000 cast for Hradley. And, he
continued, In 1897, the republieans would
have enough members of the legislnture at
Frankfort to put an end to the usefulness
of the Jack Chinns.

There was gmall comfort for democrats,
Judge Morrow said, In the rivalry for leader-
ship among republicans. Thelr strife would
end with the announcement of the declara-
tion of this convention. He urged the dele-
gates to wet harmonlously in completing the
work of the convention. They should, he
sald, make their endorsement of sound money
unequivocal, He fayored such protection
that every ‘laborer In the land may know
the republiean party is his friend.

The
fumerous fights before the committee on
credentials  delayed business for several
hours, the time being occupled by speech
making. It was 11 o'clock when the cre-
dentials committee presented s report.
The principal contests were on warda of this
clty and Jefferson county outside of Louls-
ville, which was declded by glving one-
halt vote to each slde, The report was
adopted without opposition,

The commlittee on permanent organization
then presented Its report naming Charles H.
Blanford, speaker of the last house of repre-
aintatives, for permanent chalrman. The
MeKinley men again presented the name of
Judge Denpy, but he declined to run,
My. Blapford was elected by acclamation,

The committee cu resolutions pleaded to be
allowed until tomorrow morning to prepare
its report, but the convention voted ‘down
veveral motions for a recess.  While wait-
ing for this report, the convention listened
to nominating epeeches for delegates and
electors. A dogen or more nominating
gpeoches were made and stlll the resolutions
pommittee wag unable to make its report,

Besides eelecting the delegates the con-
ventlon adopted a money plank which de-
clared In so many words against the freo
colnage of silver after a futile effort to s&i-
lence the convention on that {ssue. The only
other difference of any consequence was over
the ratification of the resolutions adopted
In Omaha some time ags as a compromise
botween the supporters of McKinley and
Manderson. 1In this case Senator Thurston's
plea for the compromise rezolutions falled to
find a sympathetic responee and a substl-
tute resolution was adopted whioh coptained

no other name than that of Willlam Me-
Kinler.

The convention hall itself was the largest,
best ventllated and most convenlent ever
tendered for the use of a state gathering
In Nebraska. There was no crowding of
delegates into narrow alsles, on the stage
and In galleries, Everybody had plenty of
room, and the arched ceiling nearly a hun-
dred feet from the floor gave ample oppor-
tunity for breathing—a luxury seldom en-
joyed by conventions In Nebraska, The
flonts and paraphernalln belonging to  the
Knlghts of Ak-Sar-Ben lent a pleturesque
feature to the otherwise wmevere plainness
of the Interior, The Second Infantry band
from Fort Omaha was In attendince, and
whila the huge crowd was assembling
played a varied program, literally inter-
spersed with lively compaign melodies. On
the immense stage biack of the speaker's
desk, on the west side of the auditorium,
were geated a large number of the prominent
ropublicans of the state, Including most of
the numerous aepirants for places on the
elate ticket,

OPENED WITH MUSIC.

The big crowd was prompt in assembling
and within a few moments of schedule time
Vies Chalrman John T. Mallalleu of the
republican atate convention called the con-
ventlon to order. In the absence of Chalr-
mun Hoalner, who Is detained In Washington
by Important duties (n connection with his
official position, Mr. Mallalieu has had general
charge of the preliminary work of preparin
for the convention, When he arose to cal
the convention to order he faced an nssems
blage of fully 3,600 people, 1o first Intro-
dueed the John L, Webster Glee club of
Omaha, The club eang & campalgn melody,
the acoompanylng words portraying the
ponderous woes of one Grover Cleveland and
deploting in general terms the panie stricken
condition of the demoerats, The big crowd
liked the sentiment and applaunded the gles
club,  Tim Bedgwick of York, seccretary of
the republican state centrul committee then
read the ecall.  This formuality belpg over,
Viee Chalrman Mallulleu Introduced as the
temporary chalrman of the convention Hon,
Willlam P. MceCreary of JIastings.

Mre.MeCrenry's brief speech waos listened to
with clooe attention by those close enough
to the platform 1o bear It.  Unfortunately,
however, the crush of deolegates constantly
crowding into the rear and sides of the
auditorium created go much polge and con-
fusion that the greater portlon of the audl-
ency wis upable to cateh much of the best
part of the eloquent speaker's addrese,  The
temporary chalrman  was  fregquently ap-
plauded, his references to MoKinley giving
full opportunity for the escape of the pent-
up enthusingm and his demand for the com-
plete demonetization of democracy and the
free and unlimited cojnage of republicanisin,
honest money, protoction and reclprocity
brought down the louge.
